[Product Name] may be used alone to kill subterranean or drywood termites or as a supplement to a post-
construction treatment of Taurus SC Termiticide/Insecticide, Fuse Termiticide/Insecticide, Dominion 2L 
Termiticide/Insecticide or fumigation to provide protection from subterranean termites. This [product/treatment] 
will kill workers and/or winged reproductive forms of subterranean and/or drywood termites present at the time of 
application and will provide residual control of termites contacting the treated surfaces only as described in the 
Directions For Use. This product is to be used as a spot treatment. Do not use this product as the sole source of 
control for active, structural infestations by subterranean termites; the purpose of this application is to kill workers 
or winged reproductive forms of termites which are present at the time of treatment. It is not intended to provide 
structural pest control. It is not a substitute for mechanical alteration, soil and foundation treatment, but merely a 
supplement. For active, structural infestations by subterranean termites, this product can only be used to 
supplement a federally registered conventional product that is registered as a sole source for termite control. This 
product will not eliminate termite infestations or provide protection against future infestations.  
 
Applicator Instructions for the Precision Delivery System™ (PDS): 

1. Insert the battery into the Precision Delivery System prior to loading dry flowable products. 
2. To insert the 9V battery, unscrew the small screw on the back ledge/underside of top of the PDS unit. The 

top cover will lift off. Place the 9V battery into the housing as indicated and replace the top cover. Tighten 
the cover back down with the screw. 

3. To load [Product Name] into the Precision Delivery System (PDS), remove cartridge from packaging and 
unscrew the lid. [Remove protective film and] firmly screw the cartridge into the underside of the PDS. Be 
sure to keep the cartridge upright to prevent spillage, and do not overtighten. Retain the cartridge lid for 
storage after application is complete. 

4. Insert the [appropriate] application straw into the opening on front of the PDS. DO NOT use PDS unit 
without an application straw. 

5. Move the switch, located on the back of the PDS to “on”. 
6. To dispense product, insert the [appropriate] application straw into the desired crack, crevice or void. 

Depress the trigger for the appropriate amount of time. The trigger can be held down to dispense a 
continuous flow of material into a large void if necessary. 

7. To replace an empty cartridge, unscrew the used cartridge and dispose of it as directed. 
8. [Product Name] dispenses at a rate of 0.05 grams per 1 second of trigger activation time. Each cartridge 

contains 3 grams of product  and number of applications per cartridge is based upon the application time 
at each injection point (See APPLICATION RATES Section).

Apply into voids and galleries, shelter tubes, termite nests or other inaccessible areas of buildings, trees*, utility 
poles, fencing, decking materials, railroad trestles, piers*, beams and other structural or landscape timbers where 
termite damage is observed or termite activity is present or suspected.

If necessary, gain access to a gallery or void by creating an opening into it. Openings should be approximately every 
24 inches or into each void. Multiple injection points for each void, carton, or gallery may be required. DO NOT apply 
more than 5 grams [product] (25.0 milligrams fipronil a.i.) per 1,000 square feet of total internal surface area of the 
void, carton, or gallery.
